The American Lieutenant rowed straight 
to the Almirante Oquendo and surrendered 
to Admiral Cervera, who received the pris-. 
‘oners. It, was undoubtedly his admiration 
for the heroism displayed in the dash of the 
Merrimae which led him to send out the flag 
of truce and the offer of an honorable ex- 


change. 


Spaniards Cheer Hobson. 
.. The Spaniards on the truce boat declared 
that Hobson and his men were given a 
cheer as they came to the Spanish ships, 
the sailors recognizing the bravery of the 
deed. 

In the fleet it is said that Hobson was 
selected because of his coolness in time of 
danger and his knowledge of the explosives 
which he was to use in sending his ship to 
the bottom. 

The explosive used_was a dynamite bomb 
operated by electricity. The bomb was 
‘placed well forward and the electrical ap- 

paratus for exploding it was located on deck 
at the stern. In this way it was possible to 
blow. a hole in the collier and then take to 
the boats before the big vessel went down. 
in the flegt nothing is talked of besides 
the exploit of the eight heroes, and the ex- 
ample has had such an effect on the men 
that nothing can be proposed so hazardous 
as to deter them from volunteering to ac- 
complish it. 
Some time after the collier had been sunk 


two boats put out from the harbor to the 


place where its masts showed above the 
water. It was suspected that the Spaniards 
‘Were endeavoring to dynamite the wreck 
and clear the channel. A few long range 
shots drove the two boats away. 

The truce boat took back to Hobson and 
his men clothing and money, Captain Ovideo 
of Cervera’s staff cheerfully agreeing to de- 
liver anything the Americans might desire 
to send. Ovideo reported that Hobson was 
not hurt in any way and that the two men 
wounded by splinters were not petiouply 
injured, 


ONE OF DARING ACTS OF WAR. 


Lieutenant Hobson and Six Compan- 
ions Face Death While They Sink 
the Merrimac at Santiago. 


Port. Antonio, Jamaica, June 4.—[Copy- 
right, 1898, by the Associated Press.]—A 
gingle deed of magnificent American daring 
has lost to the Kingdom of Spain the pow- 
erful fleet of Admiral Cervera. 

Just before dawn Friday seven gallant 
g@eameéen took the collier Merrimac under 
the blazing Morro battery and anchored 
and sunk it’beneath a spiteful fire of musket- 
ry and heavy cannonading from the shore, 
and the wrecked hull of the sunken vessel 
effectually closes the entrance to the har- 
bor within which the Spanish squadron is 
hopelessly and helplessly locked. 

This splendid stroke, which leaves the 
government at Washington free to act with- 
out further fear of the Spaniards’ fleet, was 
planned by Lieutenant Richmond P. Hob- 
son, who commanded the expedition. He

ferred: ‘The daring officer attempted tu run 
in after daylight on Thursday, and was only 
stopped under protest after stern orders to 
return from the Admiral. .All day yesterday 
the preparations proceeded, and by nightfall 
the craft was‘in readiness. A row of tor- 


- pedoes had been arranged outside fhe hull 


so that Lieutenant Hobson: could explode 
them from the bridge of the vessel and thus 
insure its rapid sinking. At nightfall the 
various ships of the fleet passed the doomed 
Merrimac, cheering it lustily. 

Hundreds of men and scores of officers 
‘volunteered for the duty, and Commander 
Merrill, who had been the Captain of the 
Merrimac, begged permission of Admiral 

- Sampson to go, but Lieutenant Hobson 

é wanted only six men. By 10 o’clock all but 
the men who were going on the dangerous 
errand had been taken from the Merrimac, 
and the collier took a position near the New 
York to await the appointed hour. | 

It was an. impressive night among the men 
of the fleet, for few expected that the mem-. 
bers of the little crew would see another 
sunrise. The night was cloudy, with fitful 
lightning flashing behind the dark lines of 
the hostile shore, now and then showing 
the grim shadows of the battlements. 

Soon after 8 o’clock the black hull of the 
Merrimac began to drift slowly toward the 
land, and in half an hour was lost to sight. 
It Lieutenant Hobson's plan to steam 

past Morro, swinging crosswise of the chan-. 
nel, drop his anchors, open the valves, ex- 
plode the torpedoes on the port side, leap 
overboard, preceded by his crew, and make 

their escape in a little lifeboat which was 
towed astern, if possible, and if not to at- 
tempt to swim ashore. All the men were 
heavily armed, ready to make a fierce re- 
sistance to capture. 

Scarcely had the ship disappeared when a 
flash from Morro’s: guns proclaimed that it 

had been discovered. Immediately the other 
batteries around the harbor opened fire, but 
the ship went eteadily on; for this morning

A heavy cannon and musketry fire continued 
for about a half-hour, and guns were fired 
at intervals until long after daylight: None

- fhe news of their wonderful escape was 
sent to Rear Admiral Sampson by Admiral 
Cervera, the Spanish Admiral being s0 
struck with the courage of the Merrimac’s 
crew that he thought Admiral Sampson 
should know they had not lost their lives. 

Admiral,Cervera's chief of staff, Captain 
Oviedo, boarded the New York..under a 
flag of truce bearing the announcement-of 
the safety of the Merrimac’s men and re- 
turning with a supply of provisions and 
money for the prisoners. oe 

Lieutenant Hobson appears to have car- 
ried out his plan to the smallest details ex- 
cept as regards the method of escape. The 
rowboat in which the crew were to attempt 
to escape was either blown up or shot to 
pieces, for Lieutenant Hobson and his men 
drifted ashore on an old catamaran, which 
was slung over the ship’s side at the last 
moment as an extra precaution. Upon 
reaching shore the men were taken prison- 
érs and sent to Santiago City under guard, 
Later they were taken to Morro Castle, 
where they now are. 

Captain Oviedo, Admiral Cervera’s chief 
of staff, who boarded the New York under 
a flag of truce, did not give further details 
of the capture. 

The bravery of the Americans evidently 
excited as much admiration among. the 
Spaniards as it did among the men of the 
American fleet. The prisoners will be per- 
fectly safe and will probably be well treated 
while they remain in Morro Castle.

The 
firing increased rapidly. We steamed in 
slowly and lost sight of the Merrimac in 
the smoke which the wind carried off shore. 
It hung heavily. Before Hobson could have 
blown up the Merrimac the western battery 
picked us up and commenced firing. They 
shot wild, and we only heard theshots. We 
ran in still closer to the shore and the gun- 
ners lost sight of us. Then we heard the ex- 
plosion of the torpedoes on the Merrimac. 


Hobson Fails to Return. 

“Until daylight we waited just outside the 
breakers, half a mile to the westward of 
Morro, keeping a bright lookout for the boat 
or for swimmers, but saw nothing. 

“ Hobson had arranged to meet us at that 
point, but, thinking that some one might 
have drifted out, we crossed in front of 
, Morro and the mouth ofthe harbor to the 
eastward. About 5 o'clock we crossed the 
harbor again within a quarter of a mile and 
stood to the westward. In passing we saw 
one spar of the Merrimac sticking out of the 
water. We hugged the shore just outside 
“of the breakers for'a mile and then turned 
towards the Texas, when the batteries saw 
| us and opened fire. It was then broad day- 
light. The first shat fired dropped thirty 
yards astern, but the other shots went wild. f

President Urges Hobson’s Exchange. 

Mr. McKinley asked that his congratula- 
tions be forwarded to Sampson. He ex- 
pressed deep regret over the capture of 
the fearless American sailors and suggest- 
ed that means be taken with all speed look- 
ing towards their early release, in accgrd- 
‘ance with Sampson's suggestions. In f£on- 
sequence, when the two officials returned 
to the War department Secretary Alger 
instructed’ A@jutant General Corbin to send 
‘a dispatch to Sampson to inform the Ad- 
‘miral of the intention of the government 
to do everything possible to effect an ex- 
change of prisoners. 

Pursuant to precedent, all arrangements 
will have to be made by the War depart- 
ment, as the Spanish prisoners at Atlanta 
are within the jurisdiction of the afmy. 
Negotiations will be carried on with Blanco 
‘and Cervera through Mr. Gollan, the Brit- 
ish Consul at Havana, who represents this 
government: in. Cuba and looks after Amer- 
idan interests on the island. But formali- 
‘ty must be observed, and for this reason the 
Navy department, immediately upon ¢he 
receipt of Sampson's message, presented4he 
facts to the War department, which in tarn 
notified the State department, which is the 
only branch of the American government 
with which Consul Gollan transacts busi- 
ness. Secretaries Day, Alger, and Allen 
held an extended conference this afternoon 
which lasted until long after dark, at which 
the capture of the Americans was discussed 
in all its various phases, and it was a mat- 
ter of gratification to the officials that Ad- 
miral Cervera, despite his natural hatred 
towards the United States, was ed-to 
recognize the bravery and gallantryof ob- 
son and his handful of sailors. Before the 
conference broke up plans were .adopted 
for an exchange of prisoners, and stéps will 
be taken tomorrow morning to communi- 
cate to Consul Gollan the desires of this 
government. Mr. Gollan will be expected 
to present the case to Blanco and show 
the Captain General that an exchange be- 
tween the American sailors and the Span- 
ish prisoners at Atlanta is desired without 
any unnecessary delay. 


May Be Hard to Reach Gollan. 

Meanwhile, if it is true that cable com- 
munications between Hayti and Santiago 
have been interrupted it will be difficult to 
reach Mr. Gollan, and Admiral Sampson will 
in all probability devise some means for 
communicating with Cervera and arrange 
with the latter for the exchange. 
event it is thought it will be some time be- 
fore the brave sailor boys will be restored 
to their liberty, as it has been shown by the 
case of Thrall and Jones that much “red 
tape ’’ will have to be gone through before 
negotiations will bring about a result. In 
this connection it is pointed out that Blanco 
is Cervera’s superior and the proper person 
with whom to deal. For this reason Hob- 
son and his companions will probably be 
transported to Havana and imprisoned in 
the famous cells of Cabanas. This will ne- 
cessitate the transportation of the Spanish 
prisoners imprisoned at Atlanta to Tampa, 
from which port they will be taken to 
Havana under a flag of truce, as was done 
in the case of Thrall and Jones, who were 
the first Americans to be exchanged as pris- 
oners during the present war. 


LAST CABLE FROM CUBA IS CUT. 


Heroic Work by the United States 
Boats Finally Isolates the Is- © 
land from the World. 


~~ 


Off Santiago de Cuba, June 8, on the As- 
sociated Press Dispatch Boat Wanda, via 
Kingston, June 4.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—The last cable strands 
binding Cuba to the outside world were cut 
this afternoon by a cable vessel convoyed 
here by the United States dispatch gunboat 
Dolphin. This black sea crab delved all day 
along Ahe coast, hour by hour, and its pow- 


nacle-clustered cable strands and snapped 
them, and tonight Cuba is wholly isolated. 
The first cable picked up was that running, 
to Kingston. It was found early this morn- 
‘ing. The coast loop connecting Santiago 
and Guantanamo was thencut. Proceeding 
to Guantanamo, the cable vessel finally 
grappled and severed the Haytien cable. 
This ends the cable cutting operations be- 
gun a month ago, when the Marblehead and 
the. Winslow lost five nien in a fight off Cien- 
fuegos, where three cables were crippled 
and several hundred Spaniards were killed 
by shells from the warships. Afterward the 
St. Louls and the Wampatuck cut the San 
Juan de Puerto Rico cable at Santiago. 
The strands cut today were the only ones 
remaining, except a few coast loops, and 
these will probably be severed in a short 
time. : 
The cutting of these cables is almost as 
serious for the Spaniards in coast towns as 
the cutting of foreign cables, the land wires’ 
connecting the coast towns being wholly at 
the mercy of the insurgents. Thereforegin 
the event of American troops landing in 
Cuba, the absence of the coast loops will 
seriously interfere with the hasty mobiliza- 
tion of the Spanish troops. 
Washington, D. C., June 4.—It developed 
for the first time today that an important 
cable cutting expedition, projected by Gen~ 
eral Greely, Chief of the Signal rvice, 
and in charge of the strategic supervision 
of cable and telegraph lines, has met with 
success and that General Blanco is probably 
isolated from the outside world. Inde- 
pendent advices show that the French cable 
from Santiago to Hayt! was interrupted at 
6:30 last night and no messages have passed 
over that line since then. Word has not 
yet come as to the interruption of the two 
British cables leaving Cuba by way of 
Jamaica, but General Greely is satisfied 
that these also have beén cut. Lieutenant 
Colonel James Allien and Captain Martin 
Hellen, both of the Signal Corps, were in 
charge of the expedition. 


MARIETTA ARRIVES IN PORT. 


Gunboat Anchors at Key West After 
Its Long Cruise from the

gunboat Marietta, Commander F. M. Sim- 
mons, arrived here at 7:30-0’clock this morn- 
ing from San José, Cal., which port it left 
March 16. The trip was uneventful, and 
there was not even a case of sickness aboard.

SERIOUS TURN OF MIND. 


Officer Who Scuttles the Merrimac Re- 
sented the Hazing by His Col- 
lege Companions. 


‘Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special.]— 
War usually brings out daring deeds on 
the part of subordinate officers, and San- 
tiago has already furnished its hero in the 
person of Junior Lieutenant Richmond P. 
Hobson, who was selected to command the 
Merrimac on its dare-devil voyage into the 
harbor. The navy register coldly dismisses 
him with the information that he was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from Ala- 
bama, became naval cadet in 1885, and was 
made assistant naval constructor in 1891. 
Thé selection of Constructor Hobson, who 
was serving on board the New York with ; 
a@ number of student constructors at the 
Naval Academy, shows the confidence re- 
posed in him by Admiral Sampson. There 
Was some comment in the Navy depart- 
ment today in regard to the preference 
shown Hobson over the line officers, who 


undertake the responsibilities and great 
risks of the expedition. 

Hobson’s duties on board the flagship 
were mainly those of an observer, and his 
functions included mainly the preparation 
of technical reports of the performance of 
ships and the effect of attack from modern 
guns. He obtained this billet at his own 
urgent solicitation and on the recommenda- 
tion of Chief Constructor Hichborn. There 
was some opposition to the detail of Hob- 
son to this duty, but he worked indefatiga- 
bly to secure the assignment, and Secre- 
tary Long authorized him to take with him 
on board the flagship of the north Atlantic 
fleet the three students at the Naval Acad- 
emy who were under instructions in naval 


construction. 
Protege of Herbert. 


Hobson was appointed to the Naval Acad- 
emy in 1885 by Secretary Herbert, then.a 
Congressman, who was an intimate friend 
of Hobson’s father, with whom Herbert had 
served in the Confederate army. He gradu- 
ated number two in his class at the Naval 
Academy, and number two in the class at 
Greenwich, where he was sent for a supple- 
mental course in naval construction. He 
was highly respected while at the Navei 
Academy, although he held none of the 
cadet offices. 

He was the type of sedate and studious ca- 
dets, who are somewhat irreverently known 
at Annapolis as *‘ tin angles,’’ a term in the 
parlance of the naval cadets which implies 
no disrespect or ridicule. 

Among those qualities which distinguished 
him with his fellow-students was the prac- 
tice of using “* big words,’’ and today officers 
who served with him at Annapolis as a 
young man recall with evident gelish some of 
the phrases which Cadet Hobson used on 
various occasions. While being subjected to 
the practice of hazing, quite customary at 
that time, he interrupted the proceedings 
long enough to remark with much dignity 


**I do not desire to, nor will I tolerate any 
more of your scurrilous contumely.”’ 

On another occasion, while engaged in 
fishing, he referred to his obvious occupa- 
tion when approached by an idle inquirer as 
being simply engaged in piscatorial pur- 
suits "’—a casual remark of his which soon 
became a pet phrase of the class to which 
he belonged. 

Hobson’s adventurous act will probably | 
lead to his promotion to the relative rank 
of Lieutenant, and possibly that of com- 
mander. Secretary Long will officially com- 
mend -the officer and the men who performed 
the important duty at Santiago. 


Native of Alabama. 


Birmingham, Ala., June 4.—[{Special.]— 
Richmond P. Hobson is a native of Greens- 
boro, Hale County, Ala. He is the son of 
Judge James M. Hobson, who was Probate 
Judge of Hale Count for twenty-five.years. 
On his mother’s side he is a lineal descend- 
ent of Chief Justice Pearson of North Caro- 
lina, now dead, whose decisions are held in 
high repute in the legai world. 

Young Hobson was reared in Greensboro 
and received a common school education in 
that city, after which he took a collegiate 
course at the Southern University at Greens- 
boro. When he applied for entrance at the 
Naval Academy in 1881 he won with ease 
over all competitors. He is said to have been 
the youngest man ever graduated at the 
academy. 

Soon after he became a midshipman he 
stood an examination among others for a 
course of special instruction in electrical] 
sciences, etc., came out first, and was sent 
at the government’s direction to Johns Hop- 
kins University in Baltimore, where he took 
a special course. After that he was sent to 
Europe at the expense of the government 
and given a special course in naval construc- 
tion in France and Germany. 

Upon his return to this country he was 
assigned to construction work in several 
places for the government, and has achieved 
distinction in that field. He is about 30 
years of age. In stature he ts five feet 2nd 
ten inches. He has handsome, aquiline 
features, with brown eyes that are bright 
and piercing. He has always been recog- 
nized as fearless, and none of his friends are 
surprised at his daring deed. Last year his 
younger brother stood an examination for 
‘the army and easfly distanced all compet- 
ftors.

The grim monitor Monterey is all ready 
and awaiting her consort, the collier Brutus. 
They are expected to turn their prows Pa- 
ciflcward in the morning. The coast de- 
fense vessel Monadnock arrived this morn- 
ing from Seattle. There is every reason to 
beHeve that the Monadnock will be towed 
from Honolulu to Manilla and not held at 
Hawaii. The War deparment has purchased 
the Britsh collier Whitgift, now at the navy 
yard with 4,200 tons of coal. 

Naval officers here ridicule the story from 
Paris that part of Cervera’s fleet sailed from 
the West Indies for Manila. There need be 
no fear for the transports which recently 
left here. The government has made ar- 
rangements to convoy them from Hawaijlil, 
and Spain has nothing‘ in Pacific waters that 
could destroy them. , 

Major General E. 8. Otis said today: “ As 
far as Iam aware, no other troops, in add- 
tion to those mentioned in the order issued 
last night, have been ordered to prepare for 
embarkation on next Tuesday. Probably 
such an order 1 soon be issued fo one or 
two more regiments; if it comes at all, it wifi © 
come soon.” 

The government has encountered the ex- 
tended palm of Huntington demanding trib- 
‘ute, Officers are outspoken in denunciation 
of high prices demanded by Pacific Mail 
steamers for mess services. In contrast to 
this the boats controlled by the Spreckels 
have offered to take care of the officers for 
a reasonable figure. The Alameda of the 
Spreckels line may be seized by the govern- 
ment for use asa transport. The company 
asserts its transpacific business will be 
ruined if the Alameda is taken, but the com- 
pany realizes that an emergency has arisen, 
and will acquiesce in any move the govern- 
ment makes. 

The news that W. J. Bryan's regiment has 
been ordered to.join the expedition was 
hailed with delight by some of the Nebraska 
and other Western troops. Mr. Bryan will 
have another Mexican-dollar object lesson 
in Manila, and will have an opportunity to 
refill! his free silver bunkers. 

In the press of Australia is a reflex of the 
public sentiment of the colonies; the Aus- 
tralians are with America heart and soul. 
The newspapers which came by the last 
Australian steamer are as enthusiastic in 
their adherence to “ Uncle Sam " as any of 
the papers of this country. At the theaters 
the Australians cheer American songs and 
in the streets they wear American flags. 
One journal says that, judging from personal 
adornment, the resident of Melbourne might 
become confused as to whether he was liv- 
ing in a British colony or in New York City.

Ponce to San Juan, noting the military 
strength .and defenses.

Lieutenant Whitney and Mr. Em- 
erssohn intended to meet at Puerto Rico, 
but failed, owing to Emerssohn’s arrest. 

Mr. Emerssohn states Puerto Rico is panic- 
stricken. The rebel party ‘there is large 
in number and strong, and is hopefully 
awaiting an American invasion. When this 
occurs its members will rise and aid the 
United States. Spain, Mr. Emerssohn de- 
clares, is afrald to arm all the volunteers, 
fearing that they will revolt. 

Lieutenant Whitney reached St. Thomas 
on June 2 on his way to New York. He 
visited Puerto Rico on the British steamer

Large Bakers Decide to Re- 
turn to Old Bread Prices. 


CUT BEGINS TOMORROW. 


Meet at Aldrich Company Offices 
and Form the Plan. 


FINES FOR OMITTING LABELS 


After a short and sickly existence of three 
weeks the six-cent loaf of bread has passed 


ing, the old five-cent loaf, which has been in 
a state of sem!-obscurity, wil! once more re- 


The large bakers, who were supposed to 
be the special protectors and guardians of 
the weakly infant, were the ones to give its 
a meeting ‘yesterday 


six-cent loaf -for those who may desire a 
superfine article, but on the whole there 
will be.a return to the same conditions which 
obtainéd prior to the recent advance. 

lt was given out that the cause of the ac- 
tion was the recent heavy slump in wheat, 
and consequent decline in the price of flour, 
but it is due to the failure of a great many 
of the master bakers to stand by the price 
agreed upon three weeks ago more than 
anything else. As one of the large bakers 
said, they simply grew weary of “holding the 
bag ’’ for the smaller bakers, and allowing 
them profit at their expense. They say 
they refused to advance prices until they 
had beén assured by the master bakers that 
their Organization would stand solidly for 
the new rate, and that enough outside bakers 
had joined with them to give them, with the 
large Bakers, about 80 per cent of the pro- 
ductivé capacity of all the bakeries of the 
city. ~ Under these circumstances they 
agreed-to become parties to the plan, and ex- 
pected littie difficulty in maintaining the 
gix-cent-standard, ‘ 

But within a few days after this agree- 
ment was entered into, it.is charged, sev- 
eral of those who had signed the agree- 
ment began selling at the old price, and 
their number has been increasing rap- 
idiy during the last few days. 

Yesterday's action of the large bakers 
came to be regarded as a question of a 
few days at least. Those present at the 
meeting were Jacob Heisler of Heisler & 
Jung, F. E. Coyne, Edward C. Hale, Vice 
President and Treasurer of H. H. Kohl- 
saat & Co.; D. F. Bremner Jr. of D. F. 
Bremnér & Co., J, A, Heusner of the Heus- 
ner Baking company, and others. 

The meeting of the Master Bakers’ asso- 
ciation; heid last night in the rear of Quincy 
No. 9,: Randolph and La Salle streets, de- 
cided fo maintain the six-cent standard if 
possible, but to also place on the marketa 
loaf to retail at five cents, to meet the com- 
proxrat the cheaper bakers.

The Rev. L. S. Minshall, who had charge 
of the mission buildings at Shaingay, which 
is fifty miles south of Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, tells the story of the uprising of 
the natives. 

He says that’ last April the authorities 
at Sierra Leone prohibited slavery and at- 
tempted to enforce the “ hut tax’”’ authore 
ized by the British government. 
cans possessing a hut with a single room in 
it were assessed five English shillings, and 
the owner of the hut with two or more 
rooms had to pay 10 shillings. 

The natives, being slave owners, were op- 
posed to the edict against slavery, and 
having little or no money they were also 
against the ‘“‘ hut tax.’’ While some of 
the small chiefs submitted to the two de- 

rees, Pey Buric, the leader of the Timnis, 

warlike tribe, re®ysed to submit. 

Colonel Sir Frede¥ick Cardew, the Gov- 
ernor of Sierra Leone, at first sent 100 sol- 
diers against the Timnis. The natives 
whipped them and 100 more troops were 
sent against them. This force was not suf- 
ficient, and a third 100 soldiers, provided 
with artillery, were put into the field. The 
Timnis, being at last dislodged from their 
intrenchments, took to the bush, where they 
were secure. 

While the Timnis in the Parene district 
were fighting the British, the Mendis, a 
tribe of cannibals, began to swoop down 
on the undefended towns and villages. They 
threatened even Freetown, a place of thou- 


sands of inhabitants. 


On April 30, after burning several:villages 

and massacreing their inhabitants, they 
were preparing to attack the mission build- 
ings at Shaingay, worth over $70,000, and 
constructed of stone. The civilized natives, 
alarmed at ‘the appearance of the Mendis, 
fied, leaving their old women and children 
behind. them at the mission. The mission- 
aries, who had only a revolver and ‘sixty 
-cartridges, barricaded the buildings and 
awaited the attack. 
The wafriors that day destroyed the mis- 
sion at Bambalk, and massacred the mis- 
sionaries, the Rev. D. F. Wilberforce and his 
wife, their two children, a Mr. Cole, and 
Professor Clements, all natives of the United 
States. 

The Mendis also destroyed the missions at 
Danville, and murdered the Hughes family 
at Avery, and Mr. and Mrs. McGrew at 


Kwalu.

TITUS DEFEATS LINTON. 


4 
WINS THE FIFTEEN-MILE PACED 
RACE AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Welshman Has Considerable Trouble 
with His Pacemakers and Is Beaten 
Out in the Final Sprint—Loses the 
Eatire Purse of $1,200—Tom Cooper 
Outrides Bald in the Mile Cham- 
pionship—Cabanne Proves to Be the 
Best of the Amateurs. 


Springfield, Mass., June 4.—[Special.]— 
Four events of national interest took place 


, at the National eircuit meet of the Spring- 


field Bicycle club today. Fred Titus 
whipped Tom Linton in their great fifteen- 
mile paced race and took the entire purse, 
$1,200, this being the only method in which 
Linton will race for a purse in a match. 
Titus won only in the last twenty yards, 
forcing Linton to set the pace until then. 
Titus trailed Linton for ten miles. 

Tom Cooper whipped Bald to a standstill 
in just such another finish as that of Titus 
and Linton. Cooper won the mile cham- 
pionship, beating Bald clearly in the stretch. 

Cabanne won the mile handicap 

cleverly. Bowler had the lead down the 
stretch, but the veteran-showed his nose 
through the rabble and ga‘ned the contest 
by half a length. W. E. Becker also beat 
Bowler by a foot. An even dozen men fin- 
ished in the bunch, Freeman, the Oregon- 
ian, among them. 
_ Tom Butler, who has a match on. with 
Freeman, ran to a finish and sat up in the 
stretch, while his rival ran into the front 
ranks, but not among the money winners. 

In the mile national championship two 
pacemakers were employed, and Cooper 
caught the pace, with Bald second. Kaser, 
the Swiss rider, made the bid at the quar- 
ter just as Cooper jumped. Bald followed 
Kaser into the lead in the stretch and had 
two lengths the best of Cooper coming 
down. Cooper gained these and the mas- 
tery in the last fifty yards, and Bald sat 
up ten yards from home, beaten, but second, 
with Kaser third. 

Too Cool for Good Sport, 

The day was cool. A high wind blew. 
Rain fell all the morning and just previous to 
the races and the crowd was small. It was 
too chilly to be enthusiastic over Titus’ 
great win, the event of the meeting. 

Titus used 104 gear, Linton 100. T‘tus’ 
pacemakers had the advantage of position 
at the head of the backstretch, while those 
of Linton at the foot of the stretch faced the 
wind on entering the stretch past the stand. 
Both Titus and Linton were cheered. Linton 
bowed, and the public seemed pleased at the 
acknowledgment. Each man had twenty 
pacemakers—the limit. Quads and triplets 
were used.. After the men had mounted 
Linton came over and shook hands with 
Titus. 

Both went away back of quads, Titus 
twenty yards in the lead at the quarter. 
Here Linton'’s team broke its chain and 
Linton passed unpaced, chasing Titus twen- 
ty yards back for a quarter before he again 
connected with a second team. He passed 
one’ team loafing in the stretch. Linton 
started to gain in the second mile and just 
finished the two miles in the lead. He 
was leading Titus when something went 
wrong with ‘his pacemakers and he went 
again unpaced, catching his third team down 


’ the stretch, twenty yards to the rear of 


Titus, at three miles. Titus gained gradual- 
ly. Titus was fifty yards to the good at 
four miles, when Linton started to close 
slightly. Titus was but twenty-five yards in 
the iead at five miles. 
Linton’s Bad Pacemaking. 

Linton kicked at the pacing .team, and 
again lost the team in the stretch, which he 
had twice previously lost. The Sager-Swan- 
brough-Casey-Eckberg first quad was the 
one at fault, and one team was forced to 
carry Linton an entire mile through the 
carelessness of this team. In the seventh 
mile Linton closed gradually on Titus, and 
at seven miles he was trailing the New York 
man. At the half-way point, 7% miles, the 
men crossed the line in a tie, Linton failing, 
however, in the attempt to pass. Closing 
eight miles and down the stretch Linton 


fought successfully for the lead, and gained § 


it, having five yards’ gain at eight miles. 
Titus closed this and trailed. 

Linton’s pacemakers were far too slow 
for him, and Titus did a wise thing when he 
trailed the Welshman. At nine miles it was 
again even up, with Titus so close that in 
changing his pacemakers he came on even 
terms with Linton. The men rode this way 
in a waiting game, Titus being foxy in gain- 
ing a position where he felt perfectly safe in 
a sprint. At fourteen miles the excitement 
was aroused when Titus started after the 
lead in the last mile. Linton attempted to 
pass Titus on the back stretch, and Linton 
took Titus’ pace at the bell, holding there 
for the last lap as the bell rung. Linton’s 
pacemakers could not pace him fast enough 
and he held to Titus. Down the stretch 
Titus started to sprint, and Linton shot to 
his side. Titus had too much headway, and 
Linton sat up with a smile, beaten by five 
yards by the doughty Fred, the first win for 
the New-Yorker, and that on a track on 
which he made his past reputation.

Paris bankers absolutely refuse to en- 
tertain proposals unless Spain gives as a 
guarantee the tobacco monopoly and reve- 
nue, and a law to guarantee all extensions, 
concessions, and other privileges demanded 
by the principal Spanish railway lines, of 
which the most shareholders, bondholders, 
and directors are French, German, Swiss, 
and Belgian bankers. They all decline to 
undertake to float any loan until the war is 
“over and they can appreciate the financial 


} and political consequences for Spain. 


Leading foreign and Spanish bankers in 
Madrid, Barcelona, and Bilbao do not be- 
lieve it possible to float a large loan for Spain, 
as all capitalists are profoundly alarmed at 


enough for decisive results, and that no 
serious offensive land operations, whether 
in Cuba or the Philippines, can be safely 
attempted before the end of November. 
The abundant wheat crop of Spain Is also 
regarded as a factor in the problem likely 
to prolong the war. 

Considerable despondency is expressed at 
the news, credited tn diplomatic circles here, 
that Spain, in spite of Seftor Moret and 
Count Rascon will not listen to peace pro- 
posals, even if Santiago and San Juan de 
Puerto Rico should fall. Nothing short of 
the American capture of Havana and the 
military subjugation by the American army 
of the whole of Cuba could induce any 
Spanish Cabinet to enter into negotiations 
even for an armistice. 

Meanwhile the Paris Bourse remains un- 
usually firm, and Spanish 4 per cents have 
risen to 85%. The apprehension prevails 
among the leading bankers that the Sen- 
ate’s passage of Senator Wolcott’s amend- 
ment providing for the coinage of the 
seigniorage of silver indicates that the 
United States may eventually adopt a sil- 
ver basis before the war is over. Owing 
in great measure to the decided position 
assumed by the Rothschilds there seems 
to be no’likelihood of Spain’s being able 
to float a loan in Paris, and efforts to se- 
cure that loan are now being made at Brus-

AND SALOONS TO 
GLOSE SUNDAYS. 
Sunday Observance Ordinance Is 


to Be Enforced Until Its Objec- 
tionable Features Lead to Its 


Repeal. 


Danville, Il1., June 4.—[Special.]—Sun- 
day will be a closed day in Danville, and ir 
is expected that the only open places will 
be the restaurants, hotels, and livery stables. 
The street cars will be permitted to run, 
but all cigar stores, ice cream parlors, drug 
stores, news stands, etc., will be closed 
tight. 

This is not due to the enactment of a new 
erdinance by the Council, but simply a de- 
termination to enforce to the letter an ordi- 
nance that has been upon the books for 
years. Some months ago the butchers of 
Danville were arrested for keeping open 
Sunday mornings, and wére fined. Several 
clothing and grocery houses have been do- 
ing a little business on that day, and last 
Thursday night a number of grocers pe- 
tioned the Council to close all the grocery 
stores On Sunday. Some of the Aldermen 
claimed-it would be discrimination to close 
the grocery stores and allow others to re- 
main. open. 

In the discussion that followed the Alder-: 
men became warm, and it finally wound up 
in the Chief of Police being ordered to en- 
force the ordinance as it exists. The Chief 
netified the news stands and drug stores yot 
to open tomorrow, and asa result the agents 
of Chicago papers sent word discontinuing 
their usual supply. The stoppage of the 
Sunday papers will add to the dissatisfac- 
tion already evinced at the action of the 
Council, and it is thought that the ordinance 
will be repealed at the next meeting.

Although France, at the outbreak of the 
war, was most anxious to bring about ihter- 
vention, it is now positively said, notwith- 
standing the fact that Russia gave assur- 
ances that she would back up any new at- 
tempt, that France has flatly refused to 
participate In renewed efforts in this direc- 
tion. It was owing to this peremptory re- 
fusal, so greatly at variance with France’s 
former attitude, that Sefior Leon y Castillo, 
the Spanish Ambassador to France, went to 
Madrid, and direct negotiations between 
Spain and France were opened. Sefior Cas- 
tillo has now returned to Paris bearing for- 
mal and specific 6ffers of the exchange of a 
definite understanding between the two 
powers in regard to the war. 


Offers Coal Stations to France. 


The main feature of the Spanish offers is 
the cession to France of a number of coal 
depots in the Balearic and Canary Islands, 
which would be of immense service to 
France in the event of a naval war in the 
Mediterranean. It appears, however, most 
doubtful whether France will accept this 
offer, as the French government has about 
concluded that the preservation of the 
friendship of the United States is more im- 
portant than improving the relations of 
France with Spain. No reply has yet been 
made by France, either to Sefior:Castillo or 
to the Spanish government. But there is 
strong evidence that the reply, when made, 
will not be what Spain desires. 

In the meanwhile Russia has approached 
Germany with a similar offer to support a 
new effort at joint intervention. Count Os- 
ten-Sacken, the Russian Ambassador to Ger- 
many, has had three lengthy interviews with 
Baron von Buelow, the German Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, this week, but the cor- 
respondent of‘the Associated Press fs in a 
position to state that Germany has unequiv- 
ocally refused to join in the proposed at- 
tempt at intervention at the present junc- 

ure. 

Emperor William, who is fully informed in 
regard to these negotiations, had a long 
audience with Baron von Buelow on Wednes- 
day last, and fully indorsed the latter’s at- 
titude. The German government acutely 
feels the anomalous position which has peen 
created by the fact that while the govern- 
ment and the inspired press earnestly de- 
sire an unbroken continuance of the friend- 
ship of the United States, 98 per cent of the 
newspapers and the people persist in venti- 
lating their spleen the government 
and@ the people of America. 

A acd we which has been repeatedly and 
seriously discussed in government circles 
here is whether something could not be 
done to stop the persistent anti-American 
newspaper campaign, as it is highly in- 
jurious to national interests. But no law 
thas been found which is applicable to the 
ease. In the meanwhile, the German news- 
papers continue to display news unfavor- 
able to the United States, most of which Is 
without truth. The alleged recent Spanish 
victory at Santiago de Cuba has been en- 
larged upon with accompanying comments 
affirming itstruth.

The report from New York that agi 
combination is about to be effected among 
the big steel interests ofthe United States 
is denied by the Illinois Steel company of 
Chicago.

Populistic Want of 

Benton Harbor, Mich., June 1.—[{Editor of 
The Tribune.]—What mind can concelve a 
more perfidious, dishonorable, and un- 
patriotic spirit than that which has pervaded 
the attitude of the Populistic element of the 
House of Representatives and Senate during 
the consideration of measures to provide 
sufficient revenue for the prosecution of the 
war with Spain? At this hour when our 
President should have the support of all 
true Americans, inrespective of party afmfil- 
fations, is it not a mark of incalculable in- 
difference to the principles ef good govern- 
ment and respect of national honor that 
these men who pose as the representatives 
of a common people should voice their op- 
position to legislative action necessary not 
only for the furtherance of plans mapped 
out by our War department for the speedy 
and successful termination of hostilities, but 
also carrying appropriations for the proper 
care and maintenance of our army already 
mobilized? In thase communities through- 
out the country which have furnished their 
quota of defenders for the flag, this action 
of our free silver colleagues in attempting 
to clog the wheels of legislation designed 
for the benefit of the boys in the ranks of 
our army, who are now dependent on the 
liberality of our government for adequate 
and comfortable furnishing of the neces- 
saries of life, will be hailed everywhere 
as a disloyal and dishonorable motive, de- 
signed for the benefit and furtherance of 
their fallacy of repudiation.

Chicago, May 30.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Can you inform me why the change has 
been madeinthis war in the system of num- 
bering the regiments of Illinois volunteers? 
I am one of the volunteers of ’61, and have 
some personal interest in the,matter. At 
the breaking out of the civil war the first 
regiment mustered into service was called 
the Seventn, as Lllinois had sent six regi- 
ments to the Mexican war. The last regi- 
ment from Illinois was mustered in Feb. 
28, 1865, as the One Hundred and Fifty-sixth 
Illinois. Under the old system the record 
and the laurels of each regiment were its 
own, and thefe was no tendency to confu- 
sion.. Under the operation of the present 
system there is room for confusion of wars 
and of regimental records. I have talked 
with quite a number of G. A. R. comrades on 
this subject,.and so far have not met one 
who can give any reason for the change. 
The general opinion has been that it will 
result in injustice (through confusion) to 
Illinois volunteers in former wars, and ¢ause 
confusion to the children of succeeding gen- 
erations of children in the study of history.

The white ant is really not an ant, but 
belongs to the order of neuroptera, and has 
beén known for a long time on account of 
its gteat destructiveness. This species has 
wingless males, winged males, king and 
queen, soldiers and workers; comes out in 


flights (being distributed in that way), and 
seeks another nest; and often, by watching 
the place where it comes, a great deal of 
damage can be prevented. «The damage is 
done by the male workers. They burrow 
into timbers of various kinds, into logs and 
the underpinnings of dwellings. They are 
also destructiveto ships, and frame buildings 
have been known to fall down from the 
ravages of the insects, especially in the trop- 
ices. They are also exceedingly destructive 
in libraries to books and documents. Public 
documents have been put away in unsafe 
places and some years afterward, when 
sought, have been found to be entirely de- 
stroyed by this species. As remedies all 
decaying wood should be destroyed around 
buildings. No old stumps should be allowed 
to remain where this species can breed; the 
foundations of all bulldings should be cement 
or stone, and all out-of-the-way places that 
cannot be examined should either be of sound 
timbers, or building material of other char- 
acter should be used.

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AN ARTIFICIAL SUN MAY ABOLISH NIGHT IN CHICAGO. 


EN the vanguard hours of, the 
century knock at Chi- 
cago’s eastern gate will they find 
the city enshrouded in darkness, 
or will they find that light with 
man's scientific skill and inventive genius 


as its allies has made a conquest over night | 


and added to its empire the hours between 


the sunset and the dawn? 
It remains for the closing hours of the 


\nineteenth century to answer the question | 


before. the chimes, and gongs, and whistles 


of the city shall sound the hour of midnight 


hon Dec. 31, 1899. 

‘Tf the dream of F. Sawtell Wilberforce is 
realized, before that time man will have it 
within his power to banish night. 

This and more Mr. Wilberforce declares 
can be accomplished without the burning of 
a ton of coal or the installing of a single 
dynamo. He proposes to make almost direct 
use of the mighty electrical currents that 


nounces with complete assurance that he is 
now near a successful culmination of his 


purpose. 
For several months Mr. Wilberforce, who 


work of experimentation within a short dis- 
tance of Chicago. Having come to this coun- 
try to acquaint himself with its advance- 
ment in scientific thought and research, he 
first visited many other cities in the United 
States, then chose for himself a spot near 
Chicago, where he might work in seclusion 
and still have ready access to all the latest 
| developments in his special line of study. 
' He found many scientists engaged in investi- 
gating the subject of atmospheric electricity 
j}and how to make it useful to civilization. 
Others were deeply engrossed in trying to 
solve the problem of providing more efficient 
lights for great cities.. Believing that by 
the proper correlation of these two subjects 
the greatest inventive triumph of the 
century would eventually be attained, he 
undertook the work of solving the dual prob- 
lem. 


Laboratory Among Sand Dunes. 


‘With this in view the young inventor 
selected for his laboratory a deserted cot- 
tage near the shore of Lake Michigan and 
among the sand dunes of Indiana. There 
he worked quietly and alone, hoping to com- 
plete his task in time to make an exhibit 
of his achievements for science in connec- 
tion with the Transmississippi Exposition at 
Omaha. He has been supported in his work 
by remittances from his home in England. 
It is only because his funds were not suf- 
ficient, he declares, that he was unable to 
carry this plan into execution. 

When the day for the opening of the expos!i- 


* tion was at hand Mr. Wilberforce decided to 
go at once to England and make an effort. 


to induce his friends on the other side of the 
Atlantic to advance the means necessary to 
give his plahs and theories a thorough test. 

Before leaving for the East Mr. Wilber- 


force gave a statement of the progress he 


had made and of what he expected to ac- 


complish, saying he could not safely give... 


the details of his plans or the method of his 
procedure until they had been perfected and 
protected by patents. | 
‘There is no longer the slightest doubt,’’ 
said Mr, Wilberforce, “* that it is possible to 
make use of the electrical currents g 
by nature,” which inhabit alike the solid 
earth and the upper air, in carrying on the 


every-day work of the world. any elec- 
tricians and inventors know this and are 


at work on devices for utilizing these cur- 
rents. They have been able for some time 
to prove the existence of mighty electrical 
forces in the atmosphere by showing their 
effects. The practical problem, however, has 
been to°’get hold of these currents in such a 
Way as to store up from them, in storage 
batteries or otherwise, electrical energy for 
use when needed. ' 

“This I claim to have accomplished, and 
my only regret is that’I cannet make an 
immediate demonstration of the fact as I 


have desired to do. 


Nature’s Forces in Harness. 


‘’“* Think what it will be to humanity to be 
yable to employ for useful ends the great in- 
nimate forces of nature. That this can be 
done I could show in a hundred ways now, 
but I intend to make the first exhibit of my 
discovery in connection with a new method 
of producing light by electricity, which in 
itself will be almost as revolutionary as the 
new mode of securing electrical energy. 

“IT can say at present little more of either 
phase of my discovery than this: When se- 
cured, the electricity will be stored up in 
batteries differing’ from the ordinary storage 
batteries only in such degree as is made 


necessary by the difference in the source — 


from which the supply of force will cceme. 
Ever since Franklin’s time it has, been 
known that electricity, either some of the 
time or all of the time, filled the atmosphere. 
The apparently insurmountable difficulty 
has been to draw these upper electrical cur- 
rents to the earth without suffering, harm. 
For lack of proper care in insulation some 
who have tried to foliow Franklin’s exam- 
ple have lost their lives by electric shots. 


“To overcome this difficulty has been my | 


hief study, and with the success J have at- 
ained I am entirely satisfied. The next step 


de the earth’s atmosphere, and an- . 


is a young Englishman, has carried on his. 


has been to perfect the work begun by others 


in creating electric light wéthout the use of 
a conductor such as is employed in the in- 
candescent lamip, and without the combus- 
‘tion of material or use of dynamos. By the 
progress I have made in this direction with 
artificial electric currents, as well as with 
electricity garnered in storage batteries 
from the atmosphere, I am convinced that 
when I secure the funds necessary to com- 
plete my work I can produce a clear, power- 
ful, steady light that if placed above Chicago 
at night will make its streets practically as . 


“light as in the daytime. There would be no 


glare, as from the sun, but a soft, pervasive 
light like that of the moon, but much more 


powerful... It will bea light that !s.restful 


to the eyes, having none of the vividness of 
the aré lamp or the irritating, vibratory 
quality of the incandescent light. 


It Will Banish Night. 


“This light will banish night for large 
cities, and will result in the saving of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars now paid 
annually for gas and electric lighting. It 
will serve asa preventive of crime, and in 
many ways prove a boon to mankind. 

“But still more important will be the 
ability to use the electric currents of the 
atmosphere in other ways, for the energy 
they represent is practically inexhaustible 
and can be applied to any purpose for which 
power is needed, and with no cost beyond 
that for the equipment necessary to install 
it. It would be the end of monopolies of 
power.” 

The young inventor told of his plans with 
apparent assurance of their success, yet in 
an unassuming manner. He fully believes, 
he declared, that his discovery will take 
rank as the greatest step in the progress 
of civilization during the nineteenth century. 

Mr. Wilberforce stated that during his 
residence near the city he had made a 
special study to determine in what manner 
his invention might best be applied to the 


“needs of Chicago. He said that in the 


practical operation of such a new lighting 
system as he purposes to make possible, the 
same general plan will be followed as has 
already been employed with arc lights in 
many small towns—namely: that of elevat- 
ing the lights above the city by means of 
tall masts or such structures as mechanical 
engineers might devise for the purpose, but 
that it would be necessary to carry them toa 
much greater height than has ever been 
done before. 

‘“‘I would have,” said he, “ four light 
masts, I think, for Chicago. Because of the 
many tall buildings in the down-town dis- 
trict the light would be of little avail unless 
coming from directly above, or almost di- 
rectly above them. For this reason one 
light should be located here. Three others 
centrally located in the populous districts 
of the North Side, the West Side, and the 
South Side should serve to make the city 
at night so light that one might travel or 
carry on any of the operations necessary for 


‘the night life of thé city with perfect ease 


and safety. 
Cost Little to Maintain. 


“What the effects of such a condition 
upon the life of the city would be, those ac- 
quainted, with its people and its interests 


are better qualified to say than I. it; f 
can be said at least that with the system, « 


once established there would practically ber 
no cost to maintain it. Thegreat currents 
of electricity~which traverse the higher 
strata of our atmosphere, and upon which 
I propose to draw for stores of “energy, 
would save the city every year all the money 
now expended for maintaining its elab- 
orate systems of electric lights and gas 
lights in the streets.’’ 

In order to show that his statements are. 
more than chimerical, Mr. Wilberforce 
points out that before he undertook the so- 
lution of this problem the project had al- 
ready emerged from the field of dreams 
and into that of at least half formed real- 
ities. Scores of scientific experimentalists 
throughout christendom are wrestling with 
the same problem. Some have assailed it 
from one point and some from another. The 
most enthusiastic and sanguine among them 
have boldly declared that its solution is 
within their grasp. Others have expressed , 
the hope of attaining success a little farther 
on. In: general, scientists of sober minds of 
late have advanced the opinion that what 
he aims at is within the scope of possibil- 
ities and that time ‘will prove the solvent of 
the riddles that Mr. Wilberforce now claims 


to have mastered. 


For years it has been the dream ofthe 
science of the dying century that man, by 
means of new and greater natural forces 
than he has yet controlled, or by a better 
knowledgé of the forces of which he is al- 
ready master, or by a more efficient appli- 
cation of such forces, should be enabled to 
produce an artificial illumination so vastly 
greater in brightness and volume than any 
yet created by artificial adaptations of 
force, that it shall cause the arc lamp to 
pale and the light of the incandescent film 
to disappear, even as the moon grows dim 
and the stars die out in the presence of the 


‘sun, 


Ever since the first mariner snared the 
breezes of heaven with a sail and made

them heighten the music of his “ roaring 
prow "' man has known the exaltation that 
comes from gaining mastery over the forces 
that lie without him and compelling them to 
obey his will. Since then cataracts have 
been set to turning millstones, steam has 
been harnessed and made a beast of burden, 
electricity, wakened to life by man, has 
become his bondservant, and now this man 
asks the clouds to rob the thunder of its 
voice and lend him its force to pull another 
oar in the galley of his progress. 

In view of the study sclentists have given 
the subject during the last few years and 
of Mr. Wilberforce’s promise that he has 
achieved success, a revieW of the successive 
steps leading up to his discovery, in which 
—r have had a share, will be of inter- 

It is chiefly in this point of efficienc 
compared with the force employed that 
scientific men consider the electric lamps 
now in use entirely unsatisfactory. The 
average person enjoying the benefits of the 
improvements made during the last two de- 
cades may see no flaw in them, but scientists 
in their largesse to mankind have never lim- 
ited themselves to giving only what has been 
demanded. More frequently they force upon 
the attention of an unwilling and incred- 
ulous world new achievements that after- 
wards are recognized as blessings. 

And so far in advance of the tallow dip as 
the present means of illumination may seem 
years ago they were set down by men of 
science as crudé mixtures. These men who 
loved to fetter mighty forces and bend them 
to their will are no spendthrifts in the use 
of the manifold energies they contro!, and 
by electricians and scientists everywhere 
the modern electric light is looked upon asa 
symbol of wasted energy, and in that re- 
spect a Feproach to the scientific knowledge 
of the age. 

This problem has been a favorite one with 
Nikola Tesla. He, as a rule, prefers not to 


_talk of his work, but when he speaks he 
Usually startles the world with some new 
promise or reality. He is looked upon asa 
seer and necromancer, having uncanny fa- 
_miliarity with the secrets of nature, and the 
world has come to regard him as the herald 
| a: a new era in the handling of inanimate 
torces. 


Some time ago Tesla threw down the 
gauntlet to the skill of a mechanical en- 
gineer, saying, in effect: 

“T am ow to carry out my part in this 
enterprise whenever you will undertake 
yours. Build me, if you can, a standard ten 
miles high at New York City, and another 
of equal height at Philadelphia, a hundred 
miles away, and I will pass an electric cur- 
rent from one to the other with no conductor 
but the upper strata of air, and thereby 
create a light through the entire distance 
that shall make the earth's surface as bright 
as the clear shining of a full moon.” 


Nikola Tesla’s ‘“‘ Dream.” 


At this time Tesla announced results in his 
experimental work that led a writer for an 
American magazine to say of him: 

** Nikola Tesla has had a dream. He has 
thought to banish night by pouring out the 
sunlight upon the earth even after the orb 
of day had passed below the horizon. Pa- 
tiently for years he ha% experimented in his 
laboratory and now he dares to proclaima 
dimly growing reality to his dream. 

“The wand of his magic is the vacuum 
tube. It realizes the desideratum of iight 
without heat, eagerly sought by Edison, 
Moore, and the magicians of the dawning 
century. Brought near a current of elec- 
tricity, but with no direct connection, the 
tube brightens into a soft, clear, white light. 
The intensity of the light varies with the 
pressure of the current and the quantity of 
the air left in the tube. 

“The wizard has done more than this. 
By passing a current through a broken cir- 


' cuit he has produced luminous clouds with- 


outa vacuum. This triumph opens the way 
for a fulfillment of his dream. 

**He would use the rarified air of the 
earth itself as a medium. Erecting one 
lofty pole at New York and another 100 
miles away at Philadelphia, he wouldsenda 
powerful current f one to the other 
through the upper regions of the rarified 
air. Under the pressure of a few thousand 
horse-power he believes that the sky along 
its pathway would give forth a light as 
bright as that ofaclearfull moon. Increase 
the current to higher potency and even the 
light of day might descend to the earth. 

“A height of¢ten miles above the earth 
would be necessary to reach in order to ob- 
tain air of a rarity best adapted to the path 
of the light. Yet with a more powerfui cur- 
rent at the lower altitude light might be 
produced which would serve every practical 
purpose. | 

“Could standards be raised ten miles in 


the air? Let Tesla demonstrate that light, \ 


cheap and powerful, can be so produced and 
more than one bola engineer will be ready 
to attempt the feat.” 


Takes Up the Problem. 


It was at this point that Mr. Wilberforce 
undertook a further step in solving the 


problem. To him it seemed plain that Mr. 
Tesla’s proposed system, requiring an im- 
mense voltage of electricity artificially 
created would not produce a cheap light. It 


| 


was for this reason that he gave himself 


with redoubled energy to the task of levy- 
ing upon nature for the source of his elec- 


trical current. Tesla’s great effort had been 
towardS creating “ light without heat,” as 
it was apparent that if he would produce the 
great light he desired by means giving no - 
greater efficiency than the current employed - 


in the incandescent lamp he would also 


generate a heat so intense as to make its 
use impossible. 

Along the same path Tesla had been at- 
tended by others, who, however. like Mr. 
Wilberforce, carried on their work inde- 

' pendently. One of these, D. McFarlane 
Moore, some time ago made the practical 
demonstration of the efficacy of the vacuum 
tube as a Jight medium. He did not claim 
to produce light in the tubes without direct 
electrical connection, but showed that it 
was possible with less current than in- 
candescent lights would have required, to 
illuminate a large hall with the vacuum 
tubes, producing a softer and more agree 
able light and one accompanied with no heat. 

In fact, Mr. Moore leetured to a large 
audience in a hal! lighted in this manner. 
A contributor to a current literary maga- 
zine, writing on the subject, said: 

“An electric discharge from a common 
Static machine or induction coil produces 
in the air a spark accompanied with a snap- 
ping sound. If the terminals between which 
the spark passes be inclosed in a glass tube 
from which the air may be drawn, it is ob- 
served that the character of the discharge 
alters with the degree of exhaustion. The 
threadlike spark becomes thicker and thick- 
er until the discharge fills the tube with a 
nebulous light, which is not so bright, but 
has a much larger voltage and lasts longer 
than the light from the spark, for it pro- 
duces fluorescence upon the glass, . 


Crookes’ Lighting System. 


_“ Some years ago Crookes undertook to dee 

velop an electric lighting system in which . 
the phosphorescence of various substances | 
such as rubies, emeralds, diamonds, etc., 
when in a good vacuum, constituted the 
source of light. 

“Mr. D. McFarlane Moore of New Jersey “ 
has hit upon a simple but novel plan of in- 
creasing the voltage available by a more 
sudden break of current than has been em- 
ployed before. 

“ Tubes five or six feet long, three or four 
inches in diameter, and of any shape, may 
be hghted and made to shine with a bluish 
white light, vastly brighter than any that 
have been lighted before.”’ : 

Another writer, discussing Mr. Moore’s 
achievement, pointed out that the chief gain 
to science was in the device for a more rapid 
break cf current. He reviewed the leng 
course of experiments by which it had been 
attempted to make the incandescent lamp 
more efficient, saying: 

‘In spite of all efforts in this form of light, 
over 90 per cent of the energy expended ap- 
pears @s heat and not Mght.” Then, re- 
ferring to the progress made in vacuum tube 
lighting, he continues: ,\“‘ Mr. Moore has 
succeeded in greatly simplifying the appa- 
ratus and in obtaining an unusual volume of 
light from Beng e+ while the current em-

Strangely enough, since Dr. Frankia 
caught the spark from heaven by flying 
kite during a thunder-storm but Httle prog 
ress had been made in this direction. Light- 
ning arresters had been devised to fend off 
the bolt of Jove, but the mighty force that 
speaks in the thunder’s crash remained a 
thing of dread, often strikimg to kill or de- 
stroy—never until recently being hoked 
upon even prospectively as the servant of 
mankind. 

But before Mr. Wilberforce took hold of 
the matter some advancement had been 
made in the subject of storing atmospheric 
electricity, and men of scientific minds were 
beginning to form conclusions as to the man- 
ner in which the invisible forces of the air 
must be dealt with in order to make them 
useful to the world. 

"To bring to a full realization these dreams 
which have been the cherished aims of 
sciencé for many years was the determina 
tion of Mr. Wilberforce when he began his 
work, and this he claims to have attained, 
so far as the scientific part of his task is con- 
cerned. He hopes soon to be able to compass 
the remaining portion of his labor and de 
clared a few days ago when he left Chicago 
to sail for England that as soon as he ob- 
tained the names required he would return 
to America, and to Chicago, where he found - 
the field and inspiration for his work, te 
give to it its first complete exemplification. 

Aside from the saving in expense promi ‘ 
by Mr. Wilberforce in his proposed new 
tem of lighting, leading police officials ang 
others, who have made a study of the crimi-+ 
nal history of the city, declare that its 
moral effects would be of even greater im- 
portance. By these it !s estimated that @ 
large percentage, perhaps a full half, of the 
crime committed in the city would be pre- 
vented if the streets and alleys, the nooks 
and byways of Chicago could be flooded at 
night with a light practically as good as that 
of the day. ee!

RAILROADS OF THE WORLD. 


United States Is at One End of the 
List and Persia at the 
Other. 


A pretty good test of the civilization of a 
country is to be found in its railroad mile- 
age. Among the important countries of the 
world,.the one which stands lowest in re- 
Spect to railroad mileage, is Persia. Persia 
has just thirty-four miles of railroad—the 
distance from Brooklyn to Fire Island, no 
more—and it is made up of the line from 
Teheran to Shaabdul-Azin (a good name for 
a brakeman’s announcement); another line 
of twenty miles long was begun but aban- 
doned later. Persia’s distinction of being 
last on the railroad list seems likely to con- 
tinue indefinitely. China and Japan have 
generally been regarded as similar countries, 
but, while China is described by Lord Salis- 
bury as a dying country, Japan is up to date. 
The area of Japan is approximately 150,000 


square miles; the area of China is 1,300,000 


square miles, or more than eight times 
greater. The population of Japan is meray 
000, whereas the population of China is in 
excess of 400,000,000, or ten times greater, 
and yet the railroad mileage of China is only 
124, while that of Japan was 2,237 by last 
accounts. The longest of the railroads in 
China is seventy-three miles, from Tiensin 
to Pekin. The Japanese railroads carried 
last year 70,000,000 passengers, about 10 
per cent of the number carried by the rail- 
roads of the United States. ; 


There are in this country 180,000 miles of 


railways, a mileage greater than that of the 
whole of Europe and the whole of South 
America combined. The extent of the Amer- 
ican railroad system, tite wonder of all other 
countries, is better understood, perhaps, 
with knowledge of the fact that, in propor- 
tion to population, the United States has 
more than five times as much.as Germany, 
five times as much as Great Britain and Ire- 
land, more than four times as mtich as 
France, more than six times as much as 
Austria-Hungary, and more than twelve 
times as much as Russia. The laggard 
among Europeéan nations in respect to rail- 
roads is, of course, Spain; the country hav- 
ing the largest railroad mileage in propor- 
tion to its area is Belgium. In respect to 
the rate of.increasein railroad mileage Rus- 
sia stands first, with a gain of 20 per cent 


.in the last five years, Germany being 7, 


that of France 6, and of Great Britain 8. 
There are 9,500 miles of railroads in Africa 
and 14,000 in Australia.—New York Sun.

OATING at the University of Wiscon- 

sin is now in a critical stage. Gradu- 

ally, Wisconsin, the only institution 

in the West which maintains a boat- 

ing department, has advanced until 

in 1898 it is formally invited by the leading 

Eastern crews to compete in their annual 

race. Boating is necessarily costly, owing to 

the few entertainments given and the great 

distance traveled to the place of racing, but 

its loyal alumni have done nobly in Wiscon- 

sin's support, and it is to be hoped that the 

prospects may brighten for the University 
of Wisconsin this season. 

The State University is fortunate in having 

a competent trainer and coach in Andrew M. 


O'Dea, who is famed as the introducer of the 


much talked of Yarra Yarra’ Australian 
stroke. Mr. O'Dea is a native of Australia, 
where he has rowed with the leading racing 
clubs and has repeatedly won championships 
as a single sculler, and for years has been 
on the champion crews of fours and eights. 


‘Some years ago he came to this country to 


take up coaching and has met with success. 
Wisconsin's equipment for boating is of the 
finest and its future in that department is 
practically assured. 

Thisseason will mark the transition period. 
Now that Wisconsin has been recognized 
by the leading institutionk of the country 
and is to compete in the big race it must 
change its methods. Heretofore the crews 
have raced only two miles. The last two 


' years have been sufficient to develop men to 


such an extent that itis safe to prepare them 
for the longer distance. 


Badgers’ Three Crews. 


Coach O'Dea keeps three crews working 
regularly. The varsity crew has been se- 
lected, but is subject to change at any time. 
A three-mile race, to have taken place May 
14, between the crews has been abandoned 
on account of game members of the second 
varsity crew leaving college. 

Thé varsity crew has been rowing in their 
‘97 racing shell, and in the course of the 
week the freshmen crew will be put in the 
Sawyer racing shell. 

A two-mile race has been arranged be- 
tween the freshmen and St. John’s Military 
Academy ¢rews, to be held about the middle 
of June'on the date of the celebration of the 
State semi-centennial- at Madison. This 
race gives every indication of being-a close 
and exciting. one. The academy boys are 
training under the careful eye of Kinney of 
Cornell and E. ©. Spillman, Captain of 
Cornell's '97 winning crew. Besides, the men 
have had experience rowing aginst the Mil- 
Waukee Boating club, while the University 
of Wisconsin freshmen are inexperienced, 
except for the work ‘they get this spring.

Coach O'Dea feels elated over the outlook 
and expresses himself quite well pleased 
with the progress thus far, and, while not 
overly sanguine over the prospects of his 
crew, he feels satisfied that the cardinal 
athletes will return to their alma mater 
worthy of her praise. 


— IN COLLEGE ATHLETICS. 


Mott-Haven and Western Intercollegi- 


| ate Games Weakened by Withdrawal 


of Prominent Colleges. 


The last week has brought a great change 
in the two great intercollegiate athletic as- 
sociations of the ceuntry. In the East 
Harvard, backed by Yale, is considering 
the advisability of withdrawing from the 
Mott-Haven games that it was particularly 
instrumental in forming, while in the West, 
with a more decided stride, three of the 
great universities, Michigan, Illinois, and 
Chicago, have withdrawn from the Western 
Intercollegiate association. 

In both cases the reasons for the pro- 
posed or the actual severing of connections 
are the Same. Harvard is slow to admit 
its contemplated withdrawal from the his- 
toric games has been on account of the pro- 
fessionalism both in the individuals and in 
the colleges that has crept in of late years, 
while the Western institutions with more 
bluntness have declared they would not com- 
pete in a meet in which suspected profes- 
sionals take part. 

Both the Eastern and Western combina- 
tions are powerful, and cannot but do in- 
finite harm to the associations of which they 
were once integral factors. Harvard is said 
to be backed by Yale, and with such support 
as this the famous Cambridge institution 
will do irreparable damage to the Mott-Ha- 
ven games. In the West there could scarce- 
ly be a more powerful combination than the 
three institutions that have taken up the 
cudgel against a suspected uncleanliness of 
sport, and the Western association seems 
doomed. 

It is certainly a coincident worthy of note 
that these two movements have sprung si- 
mu!taneously in two widely separated parts 
ofthe country. It’is true that Harvard has 
hdd the advisability of withdrawing in mind 
for some time, and so have the three West- 
ern schools. It remained for the present to 
bring both toa head and start a new era for 
amateur sports. 

What the probable action of Harvard and 
Yale will be is sthlin the dark. The Western 
triumvirate makes no denial of the fact that 
it will set. about the reorganization of the 
Western association on ,stricter amateur 
lines than ever before. 

Of late years the collegés all over the coun- 
try have come to a greater realizing sense of 
the desirability of purity in athletics, and the 
present crises are merely_outcomes of this 
growing feeling that there must be no taint 
or suspicion in regard to any man who 2s- 
pires to compete among college athletes. 
There seems to be dawn of a new erain 
which the strictest purity will be the rule, 
and the college that attempts to defy the 
growing sentiment will be promptly and 
rigidly dealt with.

ON TO PUERTO RICO. 

In spite of the “ Strategy board,” events 
seem at last to be moving rapidly towards - 
a solution of the problems growing out of 
the present war. During the last week 
there has been a more decided advance to- 
wards practical results than at any time 
since Dewey’s. magnificent victory in Ma- 
nila Bay. The arrival of Admiral] Cervera 
in°West Indian waters and his taking ref- 
uge in Santiago harbor—whether with the 
whole or only a part of the Cape Verde 
fleet is immaterial—by diverting attention 
from the -peaceful blockade of Havana and: 
concentrating the operations of our fleet 
upon a point where an enemy worthy of the 
prowess of our sea fighters was to be met, 
has furnished evidence that the war has 
actually begun. ? 

' That the government, by the active em- 
ployment of the army, will now proceed to 
follow up the work so vigoreusly begun by 
Schley at Santiago may be assumed as a 
matter of course. There should be no de- 
lay in finishing that work, not only by the 
complete reduction of the fortifications and 
settling the fate of Cervera’s fleet. beyond 
all doubt, so that it will no longer be re- 
garded as a*menace to the Atlantic coast, 


in that vicinity, with the aid of the Cuban 
insurgents already in eastern Cuba, to ter- 
minate Spanish control in that section of 
the island and enable the inhabitants not 
employed in the army to resume their peace- 
ful avocations. “After this affairs about 
Havana can await a more “ convenient sea- 
son,” when the chances of exposing the 
army to the diseases peculiar to that region 
during the next few months have passed 
away—if the war shall be continyed so 
long. 

The necessity for the Santiago campaign 
is incidental to a tnain of recent events 
rather thanabsolute. While it is important 
that it should be finished up as speedily as 
possible, it is no less important that Puerto 
Rico should be occupied at the earliest day 
practicable. The conditions which demand 
this are the superior healthfulness of its 
climate for Northern troops in conducting 
Aa,summer campaign, the possibility of a 
prompt decision of the result, and»the small 
force required.to hold the island when once 
its fate has been determined, and the im- 
portance to us of its occupancy. before ne- 
gotiations for peace are inaugurated. In 
this way we shall have stronger assurance 
of receiving something like an adequate in- 
demnity for the expenses of the war. | 

‘As indicative of the peculiar salubrity 
of its climate Puerto Rico has been accord- 
ed the title of “the healthiest of the An- 
tilles.” With an extreme length of 110 
miles by forty miles in breadth, it embraces 
an estimated area of 3,530 square miles, 
and ten years #go had a population of 814,- 
000, of which some 800,000 were negroes— 
being a less proportion than the colored pop- 
ulation of either South Carolina or Missis- 
sippi. Its surface is extremely diversified, 
being traversed by a range of mountains 
extending from east to west, averaging 
1,500 feet in height, with its main peak 
reaching an altitude of 8,670 feet. The 
soil at the base of the mountains is a rich 
alluvial, extending on all sides to the sea 
and watered by innumerable streams, while 
the higher portions are covered with valua- 
ble forests. While the rainfalls are abund- 
ant they are more equable than on the 
Island of Cuba, which is subject to fre- 
quent storms. The chief productions are 
sugar, coffee, rice, and tobacco, though 
maize, yams, bananas, and other tropical 
fruits are grown in considerable quantities, 
Large herds of cattle and horses are fed 
on the lowland pastures. A large portion 
of the coffee goes to Spain, while most of 
the sugar is exported to the United States. 
The total amount of coffee exported in 1896 
amounted to 26,655 tons (valued at more 
than $12,500,000) and of sugar to 54,205 
tons (value about $3,520,000). The total 
exports in 1895 amounted to $15,500,000 
and the imports to $17,250,000—about half 
the former going to Spain, while more than 
half the imports were received from the 
same country. These figures indicate how 
Spain has managed to monopolize the im- 
port trade of the island. The principal 
towns are San Juan (the capital), with a 
population of about 25,000; Ponce, with | 
nearly 40,000, and San German, with about 
80,000. Four-fifths of the population in ag- 
ricultural labor is employed on the sugar 
plantations and the remainder on the coffee 
plantations, It is estimated that there are 
167 miles of railway on the island, chiefly 
short lines leading to the sugar plantations 
in the interior, and some 500 miles of tele 
graph lines. 

While the common people are illiterate 

and have been kept in poverty by the op- , 
pressions of the Spanish government, they | 
are generally ‘industrious and frugal and | 
said to be well-disposed towards the United 
States. In case of the annexation of the is- 
land to the United States it is believed that “ 
a large majority of the forty to fifty Span- | 
ish planters would hasten to get out of the 
country, leaving an opportunity for Amer- 
ican enterprise and capital to enter upon a 
new development of the resources of the 
island. The occupation of Puerto Rico is 
the most important work now before the 
army and navy: Let it proceed without

The eastern part of the island is made 
up of mountains and hills, It has no 
swamps and insalubrious lowlands. The 
drainage is excellent. It is a land of run- 
ning streams and of pureair. The highest 
mountains have an elevation above sea level 
of nearly 9,000 feet. Nobody can claim 
that the health of Americans will suffer by 
spending a stimmer in the elevated regions 
of eastern Cuba. The days are warm, but 
no warmer than they often are in the 
United States. | 
The insurgents are stronger there than in 
any other part of the island. By theirown 
unaided exertions they have driven the 
Spaniards from all but one or two interior 
points and the ‘principal coast‘cities. Dur- 
ing the summer those insurgents, after 
they have been armed, equipped, and pro- 
vided with a decent commissariat, can. be 
pushing gradually westward, pressing the 
Spaniards before them. The non-military 
part of the population, protected by the 
American forces, will devote itself to the 
arts of peace, The ports will be thrown 
open to commerce and an extensive trade 
with the United States will begin at once. 


The administration of governmental af-| , 


fairs will be in the hands of the American. 
Generals, and while they are regulating 
matters in eastern Cuba knowledge will 
be acquired which will be valuable when the 
Spaniards haye evacuated the entire island 
and the American authorities enter upon 
the task of giving Cuba a permanent and 
satisfactory government.

UNITE THE DIVIDED CHURCHES. 

One of the most encouraging sings of the 
times may be seen in the present movement 
for the reuniting of the Northern and South- 
ern sections of the Presbyterian, Methodist, 
and Baptist Churches, whieh were separat- 
ed by the slavery issue.and which have been 
held apart ever since the civil war by sec- 
tional animosity. It is one of the happiest 
effects of the war with Spain that the last 
remnant of this long-standing animosity 
between North and South has practically 
vanished forever. ‘The fullness of time has, 
therefore, come for these sundered churches 
to reunite, not only strengthening them- 
selves by the union, but permanently 
cementing the brotherhood between the 
two portions of the nation so long estranged. 

These three churches extend their influ- 
ence to at least 30,000,000 people in the 
United States. They exert an enormous 
power for good, and the time has come for 


‘them to use it for the completion of this 


important work of sectional! reconciliation. 
When the army has been able to forget the 
sad history and dead issues of the past sure-. 
ly the ministers of peace and brotherly love 
should be able to bury their differences. 
The separation into Methodist Episcopal 
Church North and Methodist Episcopal 
Church South no longer has a valid ex- 
cuse. The same is true of the sundered 
sections of the Presbyterian and Baptist 
Chyrches. This unfortunate split is one 
of the last remaining vestiges of the civil 
war, which it is high time to obliterate. 
The separation at the time was inevitable, 
The parting, one may believe, was rather 
in sorrow than in anger. No church coulda 
exist through that bitter period half slave 
and half free, The Southern portions cut 
loose and went their own way, continuing 
the good work of the Christian ministry as 
the light was shown to them. It was prob- 
ably a most fortunate thing for the good of 
each church that the separation occurred 
when it did, but, though each section. has 
fully demonstrated its ability to shape its 
own career, the old truism that in union 
there is strength still holds as good as ever. 
The divided churches can do a greater work 
united than they can ever do in separate 
fragments. It is therefore gratifying to 
note the present movement, in which North 
and South are reaching out cordial hands 
to each other over the pulpit and the Bible. 
That the sundered churches are destined 
to be reunited in time no one can doubt. 


' The parts belong together, like the two sec- 


tions of the country which they represent, 
and this present rapprochement is strange- 
ly suggestive of what would have been the 
result if the South had really seceded and 


these Southern churches did. Before the 
lapse of half a century the two sections of 
the old union would have been again volun- 
tarily united, just as these sections of 
churches are likely soon to be. We are all 
of one blood and kindred, and the moment 
the slavery issue had died, as it was bound 
to do sooner or later, we should have clasped 
hands again and stood shoulder to shoulder 
as brothers in quest of the same great des- 
tiny—just as North and South are now do- 
ing in the war for Cuban liberation. - 

The war has already solidified the nation 
and unified the States. It would bea great 
and splendid achievement if it were now 
also to secure the unification of the churches 
and mark the final abolition of all national 


discords.

The average age 
of the 1,008 privates in the Second Illinols 
is 24 years, and the average height 5 feet 9 
inches. The average stature of the twenty- 
two officers ise the same, though the aver- 
age age is 37 years. Most significant is the 
analysis of the nationality of the regiment. 
Its members were born in no less than twen- 
ty-four different countries, though all are 
now naturalized American citizens. The 
United States is the birthplace of 7738 of the 
men and 19 of the officers; Germany comes 
next with 71 of the men; Canada follows 
with 28 and Norway with 27; England and 
Sweden each give 24; Ireland, 15; Scotland 
and Denmarie 8 each; while smaller quotas 
heil from Russia, Austria, Hungary, 
Switzerland, Italy, Mexico, Bohemia, Pales- 
tine, India, South Africa, Poland, Belgium, 
Servia, and Cuba. Three of the officers of 
the regiment come from Scotland, Canada, 
and Servia, respectively. The whole is a 
remarkable and noteworthy example of true 
Americanism. It is not in the narrow sense

Shot Insulters of the Flag. : 
Altoona, Pa., June 2.—Word reached this 
city late tonight of a riot which occurned at 
Scalp Level, a little mining town in Cambria

The last week was of more than ordinary 
interest to real estate men, owing to the 
completion of two transactions that have 
been under way for some time—the sale of 
the Stock Exchange Block by the Peck heirs 
to the McCormick estate and the purchase 
by H. C. Frick and other Pittsburg cap- 
ftalists of a site at East Chicago, Ind., for 
a new steel plant. 

It is hoped by holders of property that 
these two transactions will lead to the com- 
pletion of others. Ferdinand W. Peck, who 
represented the Peck heirs in the sale of 
the Stock Exchange, believes that capitalists 
who have been delaying the closing of deals 
because of the war will take courage now 
that the ice has been broken and proceed. 
He thinks that as the stagnation of the last 
several months has been largely attributable 
to the fear of any one to make a large in- 
vestment in realty other enterprises will go 
ahead. There was an ¢vidence of brighter 
prospects for large transactions last week 
than for several weeks previous. | 

The building record for May showed an 
improvement over that of April, but it does 
not compare favorably with the transactions 
recorded in the month of May during the 
last several years.

Two Rallies in Wheat Due to Cash 
Market Conditions — Receipts Have 
Fallen Off and’ Milling Demand Is 

Good — Damage Reports at Home 
and Abroad—Corn Sold Freely by 
Big Local Operators-qLard the Weak 
Article in Provision List. 


The wheat pit temper was decidedly bear- 
ish yesterday on the fine weather. On two 
occasions September wheat rallied to 80%4c, 
which was within \c of the close on Friday, 
but there was an absence of any extensive 
short interest and closing prices were the 
lowest of the day and away below puts. The 
West is sending in some damage reports and 
stories regarding damage by rust and in- 
sects, and a great many people believe that 
the foundation is being !aid fora sensational 
crop scare. The Ohio State report, however, 
-was bearish, giving an increase in condition 
of 7 points during May, 10 points since the 
15 points since the 1st of 
March. The preponderance of evidence from 
the country is still to the effect that pros- 
petes are for a heavy yield. The commis- 
sion house trade yesterday was not par- 
ticularly showy at any time.

Primary re- 
ceipts have fallen off materially, being 253,- 
aww bu. The Northwest had 164 cars, against 
537 a week ago and 346 a yearago. Local 
receipts were 35 cars. 


Light Receipts Attract Attention. 


The falling off in arrivals at these mar- 
kets has been remarkable and has had its 
effect on the cash market. The rallies 
yesterday were as much as anything else 
on the better feeling in the sample mar- 
ket and the limited offerings. No. 3 red 
sold at 97c to $1.09, and No. 2 red was nom- 
inally $1.14 before the closing dip.

There 
was a good milling demand for both spring 
and winter wheat. Minneapolis reported 
fairly good flour sales. There were some 
forcign acceptances announced by the sea- 
board. Liverpool closed without change 
on spot wheat, but with futures up 4d to 
24,d.

At Thurber’s Gallery there is shown a 
collection of reproductions of ten’ silver 
point drawings by Charles Sainton published 
by the Fine Art society of London. 

The subjects are light fantasies, chiefly 
compositions in which nude or partially 
draped figures are represented. Two figures 
of ballet dancers and a charming ideal head 


_ entitled *“*‘My Lady” are included in the 


collection. 

Silver point drawing was much used by old 
masters, but it fell into disuse with the ad- 
vent of lead pencils, and there are probably 
not a half dozen Hving artists who have pro- 
duced anything by: this process which has 
come to public notice. A silver point makes 
no magk to speak of on ordinary paper, but 
when a rough surfaced paper treated witha 
wash of opaque white or a tint composed 
chiefly of white is used, the most delicate 
lines may be produced. The process has the 
ase of not being capable of eras- 
ure. and that all the lines drawn by the same 
pdint are of equal thickness, But these are 
more than compensated by the beauty of the 
gray lines, the fact that the silver stylus 
may scarcely be said to wear and does not 
break or require cutting, and that its use 
teaches sureness and encourages refinement 
of style. It may readily be supplemented 
with the use of washes of monochrome or 
color, and om tinted paper with delicate 
white lines, as the drawings of many of 
the old masters show. 

Alphonse Legros has produced some 
charming character studies of héads by this 
methed, and his efforts, together with those 
of Mr. Sainton, may help to bring about a 
revival of the art. Perhaps Frank Holme, 
who is an indefatigable searcher in processes 
of graphic art, may find it worth his while 
to make some experiments with it here in 
Chicago.

The idea of the exposition was abah- 
doned and for a time it seemed as though 
Milwaukee would have no celebration with 
which. to ecommemorate the State’s semf- 
centennial, However, Alvin P. Kletszch, 
Edward P. Hackett, and L. T. Boyd, who 
were foremost in promoting the exposition 
idea, never lost sight of the necessity of 
some sort ‘of an adequate celebration this 
year inthis city. The suggestion of holding 
a*carnival similar to the New Orleans carni- 
val was made, and the idea found so much 
favor with the people that it was decided 
to call together a number of the leading 
business-men to discuss the maiter. The 
meeting was*held, and as a result the Mil- 
waukee Carnival association was formed 
for the purpose of raising fundsand. if prac- 
tical, to arrange and conduct a carnival 
celebration.

When Falcon had struck bottom and 
signaled for slack the air pipe got a kink 
in it, and he gave three frantic pulls to tell 
of his danger.

It took hard 
work to bring the old man’ around, and he 
naturally refused to make another attempt. 
The party returned to Chicago no wealthier 
than ft had started, and since then the 
waters of Lake Erie have rolled undisturbed 
above the hulk of the Mary Smith. .

Cabinet officer in Great Britain is by virtue 


of his office sworn in as a member of the 


Privy Council, since, strictly speaking, the 
onlyelegal status possessed by the Cabinet ia 
as a committee of members of the Privy 
Council, yet the Independent is mistaken in 
asserting that the members of the Privy 
Council receive salaries as large as that of 


‘the Chief Magistrate of this republic... In- 


deed, they receive no pay at all, save when 
they happen to bein office as Cabinet officers, 
and Secretaries of State. But when in oppo- 
sition they receive no remuneration whatso- 
ever, and the only advantage which they de- 
rive from their membership of the Privy 
Council is the right to prefix: the words 
Right Honorable to their name and to re- 
ceive invitations to all state and court func- 
tions, save when, as in the case of Sir 
Charlies Dilke, they have for some special 
reason incurred the displeasure @f the sov- 
ereign. 

The only assistance of a monetd@ry charac- 
ter that the nation tenders to men who have 
held Cabinet offices In the past is in the 
shape of eight socalled “ political and minis- 
terial pensions.” Four of these amount to 
$10,000 a. year each, and ere restricted ta 
statesmen who have “for four years, not. 
necessarily continuous in period, heid polit- 
ical office of the first class *"—that is to say, 


the principal Secretaryships of State, the. 


Empire, have certainly had nothi 

either in the way of rank, de 
by devoting themselves to the service of 
their respective countries; and, as in the 
case of Mr. Gladstone and of the late Prince 
Lobanoff of Russia, a political and adminis- 
trative career meant to them no material ad- 
vantage of any kind but only a sacrifice of 
money, of comfort, and of tastés. Thus 

when Sir William Vernon Harcourt aban- 
doned the bar for Parliament, he gave up a 
legal practice which yielded him a minimum 
income of $75,000 a year, and has never 
touched a brief since, although he Is far. 
from being a rich man. 

While some ex-Cabinet Ministers turn 
their status and prestige as such to remun- 
erative account 
and presidencies of financial and industrial 
ente , yet this usually marks the close 
of their political career. Both their col- 
leagues and the public seem from that time 
forth to bose confidence in their persona! dis- 
interestedmess and integrity, which are so 
indispensable a feature of the baggage of 
every public man in England, and the late 
Hugh Childers, at one time Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, as well as Lord Playfair and Sir 
James Fergusson, both of them former Post- 
masters General, brought their political ca- 
reer to an end and rendered themselves in- 


of his accepting the chairmanship of the 
National Telephone company, which has 
just been tendered to him. 

Throughout the bong public career of Mr. 
Gladstone he never once, no matter how 
hard p shed for money, consented even to 
consider the lucrative offers which were 
made to him, Hterally by the thousand, to 
lehd his name to financial and industrial un- 
dertakings, and it is perhaps owing to this 
high sense of duty, which alone prevented 
him from yielding to the temptation, that he 
retained to the last the reapect and the con- 
fidence of his countrymen, of which they 
have given so striking and impressive a 
aemonstration. 

On several occasions # has been proposed 
to furnish members-of the British Parlia- 
ment with a salary, in the same way as the 
members of other Legislatures, who receive 
not only salaries ranging from $2,000 to 
$5,000 a year, but numerous privileges of 
financial value, such as, for instance, the 
conveyance free of cost on all railroads and 
steamship lines of their respective countries. 
The English member of Parliament receives 
none of these advantages, either as a right 
or as a favor, and thoroughly voices public 
opinion in Great Britain when he argues 
strongly against his payment by the state 
for his duties at Westminster, declaring that 
it woulé tend to @iminish the confidence of 
the people in their constitutional representa-

Troops at Tampa. 


WIN OFFICERS’ PRAISE. 


‘Understand Their Business and At- 
tend to It. 


ARE PERFECT AS SENTRIES. 


MID the scenes of preparation for 
war, in the great tented city sur- 
{ rounding Tampa, there are no more 
interesting camps than those of the 
colored soldiers of the regular army. 
None of them has ever been stationed in 
the East until now and Eastern people re- 
gard them as curiosities. The Twenty- 
fourth Infantry is encamped on Tampa 
‘Heights. Its location is behind eve ther 
| regiment. The officers of the cojefed regi- 
ments are white, of cou t all non- 
commissioned officers and enlisted men are 
colored. They are quick, energetic, pains- 
taking, and thorough in everything, and the 
esprit de corps in the regiment is second to 
none in the service. 

Picked up at the recruiting offices through- 
Out the middle and Western States, rigidly 
‘examined for physical defects, they are 

a robust, wiry, muscular lot of men, such 
as it would be difficult to dupiicate. They

t ment that readily permits them to 
edapt themselves to all circumstances. 
They are not “kickers,” and will follow 
their officers anywhere, through anything.

Lakeland, 


BOTH ARE. INTERESTING. 


Chanler's Rough Riders Are 
| Roughing It. 


‘TROOPS DODGING GATORS, 


AMPA, Fia., June 4.—The great city of 
‘tents at Tampa has been growing s0 
rapidly @uring the last two weeks that 
it is now impossible to see ft all ina 
single day, if one hopes to devote any 
time to the various camps. The sleepy little 
town, which for a century has sweiltered in 
the sun and sand, has experienced such an 
awakening as its staid inhebitants never 
dreamed possible and has done more business 
in the last two months than ever before in 

its history. | 
On ali sides of it an@® down the long neck 
of send which stretches to the gulf and ends 


alry, infantry, and artillery dot the land- 
scape, or giimmer like clouds amidst the 
dark green foliage of the pine trees. The 
population of this tented city is more than 
15,000. re are scenes of interest in every 
camp, ané in every “ company street in 
each of them. The little homes of the sol- 
diers, each with ite well ordered row of per- 
sonal property pieced before it and within 
its walls; the camp kitchens; the picket lines 
for horses; the Quartermasters’ quarters; 
the more elaborate canvas homes of the 
officers and regimental commanders—all 
these have interest for the sightseer. 

Out to the west of the town, where the new 
cavalry camps have been established, and 
even further in the same @irection toward 
the encampment of the Cuban volunteers, he 
who goes out early in the morning before the 
heat of the sun puts an end to daily drills 
will see some things that will strike him as 
unique and absolutely original. Ina beauti- 
ful grove of pines, whose boughs are fanci- 
fully festooned with Spanish mose, screened 
from the sight of the casual! passers-by, are 
‘a body of hardy, rough riders, all of whom 
are American or European born, but who 
have enlisted to ght for Cuba Libre. Their 
leader ts a man witha history. He has led 
expeditions into certral Africa; has fought 
against savage tribes there for years; has 
explored remote and hitherto unknown re- 
gions in the most inaccessible portion of the 
dark -continent; has hunted tigers in India 
for the fun of the thing; and has done all 
sorts of unusual things simply for adventure. 
He is Mch and has equipped this force of 
men in order that he may do a little Cuban 
campaigning and see gome excitement. His 
name is William Astor Chaniler. 

The men under Mr. Chanler’s command 
are all of herculean build, and every man is 
an athiete. Not only that, but every one of 
them has seen gervice in some army or an- 
other, in various parts of the world, and not 
. one of them knows what physical fear means. 
Their impediments are reduced to minimum. 

Since the 18th of May there has grown up 
a military camp of such proportions at 
Lakeland that it requires a full day to see 
it. Lakeland is the headquarters of the 
volunteer army on the Florida coast, and 
there* on the shaded banks of its nine beau- 
tiful lakes, will be massed the greater por- 
-tion of the army that is to invade Cuba. 
Only two regiments of regulars are in camp 
af Lakeland, and it {s more than likely that 
they will be removed to Tampa before any 
general movement of troops is ordered, as 
they have already been brigaded with other 
regiments now at the port. These are the 
First and Tenth Cavalry. 

The Seventy-first New York was the first 
Northern regiment to be ordered Into the 
field. Having enjoyed a spell of camp life 
on the Hempstead Grounds, Long Island, 
where they wallowed about in thé mud and 
rain for a couple of weeks, the men of the 
Seventy-first appreciated the delightful 
change that awaited them at Lakeland. The 
dry sand, warm air, tropical] foliage, and 
delightful bathing were like a glimpse of 
paradise for them. The ground ts rolling but 
sandy. The shade is from pine trees, and 
the ground is covered with the inevitable 
ground palmetto, a small plant that creeps 
everywhere and hag leaves about the size 
and shape of a palm leaf faa. 

The cars carrying the Seventy-first New 
York rolled into the little station about noon, 
just as the regular train from Tampa ar- 
rived. The soldier boys, tired and jaded 
from a bong, tedious journey in day coaches, 
were glad to be released, and acted likea lot 
of school boys out on a lark until called to 
order by thelr officers. Each company 
formed its line along the sandy walk at the 
station and awaited the order to move. 
Every man was in heavy marching order— 
that fe, carrying every article of parapher- 
nalia that goes to make up the fleld equip- 
ment of a soldier, except his tent—his camp 
chair, knapsack, canteen, blankets, Knife, 
fork, spoon, tin pannikin, wath basin, rub- 


, ber blanket, cartridge belt, pistol, and rifle. 


The site for the Seventy-first camp is on 
the side of a shaded hil! or knoll, overlook- 
ing a pretty lake, about half a mile from the 
Village of Lakeland. The water is pure and 
fresh and@ of far better quality than that 
with which the camps at Tampa are sup- 

lied. 

: Orders were issued against bathing in the 
lakes in daylight, but the water looked so 
cool and inviting, and the men were so warm 
and dusty from travel, that orders didn’t 
stand. One of the photographs shows a 
row of the New-Yorkers enjoying a bath on 
the beach of the pretty lake. ‘“ You rub me 
and I'll rub you,” seemed to be the rule, and 
after a good scrubbing and soaping the en- 
tire party of bathers plunged into the water 
and started out for a good swim. A native 
on the shore, however, caused a stampede 
when he yelled: 

“Say, you fellers! there's 'gators in there, 
an’ big ones, too!”’ ‘ 

Although they were in Florida, the boys 
-hadn’t thought of the alligators, and the 
farmer told the truth when he warned them 
that there were alligators in the lakes about 
the camps. Geverel large ones were soon 
afterward seen sunning themselves in the 
sand, and one, with only the tip of its snout 
above the surface of the water, was sleeping 
with one eye open, On the watch for a 
breakfast. From the legends of the darkies 
here they are inordinately fond of picka- 
ninnfes and dogs. There are great numbers 
of fine black bass in the lakes, so that the

BAD. WORD FOR THE MONITORS. 


Good Only for Harbor Defense, No Good 
for Offensive Warfare, an Eminent 
| Naval Officer Declares. | 


New. York, May 81.—The most effective 


shot fired at the bombardment of Matanzas, 
ng to all accounts, came from one of # 


the mYnitor Puritan’s twelve-inch guna. It 
was a bull’s-eye, fairand square. The advo- 
cates ‘6f the monitor type pointed to this 
engagément as a good illustration of its 
effectiveness, but since then naval experts, 
without detracting from the value of mon- 
itors for harbor and coast defense, have been 
pointifg out the imitations ofthese fighting 
ships #hen employed in offensive operations. 
When the Puritan was at the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard a few months ago one of its 
officers said: 

. “I Was firmly convinced that in a harbor 
fight, Where we might select our position in 
shallow water, we could whip any battleship 
afloat. ‘The Puritan draws so much less 
water than a battleship that we could run 
it well in shore. Our guns are powerful 
and oufarmoris heavy. Moreover, the Puri- 
is-&.small target compared to a battle- 

ip.* |; 

In thé last number of the Army and Navy 
Journal an officer whose judgment is en- 
titled te the greatest weight says: 

“At last I have been able to make up my 
mind onthe monitor question, and I think 
it is the mind of every one In this squadron, 
and that is, they have but one use—viz.: for 
port defense. They are an unmitigated 
fraud for general war purposes. I give this 
opinion’ as one founded on considerable ob- 
servation. 

“ The great difficulty asa fighting machine 
with the monitor is that as it is in a con- 
stant and quick adaptation to the surface 
of the 6éa, every movement is repeated and 
the vessel is thus naturally made a most

“The battleship is everything which the 
monitor is not, excepting. that it offers a 
larger mark; but this is nothing, because the 
upperworks which make it the larger mark 
can be shot away without injury to the 
actual floating power of the ship or, to its 
heavy guns; but these same upper works 
have the advantage of giving the battleship 
the power of carrying not only heavy ord- 
nance, but a powerful secondary battery, 
which the monitor is incapable of carrying, 
as there is no place for it. 

** When one attempts to compare the Puri- 
tan, which is our best monitor, and most 
comfortable, with the Iowa, it is to be 


recognized that really no comparison can be’ 


made. The Iowa is a great, 
able rock, carrying a battery not only 
greater in nominal power, but vastly greater 
in actual, 

“TI do not think that we should have voted 
to build any more of the monitor type; what 
we have should be relegated for harbor de- 
fense wholly, for which they are well fit- 
ted: but as instruments for general warfare 
they are not to be named with the battleship 
for a moment. 

“If you had been at a conference of com- 
manding officers a day or 80 ago and heard 
the incidental expressions regarding the use- 
lessness of monitors, I think that you would 
have thought a though on this subject. The 
expressions were merely incidental and 
came out of a fullness of the heart. It was 
the point of view of men who want success 
in action and are responsible for that suc- 


Another officer who is now serving on one 
of the monitors and who has repeatedly 
said that in his opinion such boats would 
be an excellent investment for this country, 
sald a few days ago: 

“ Owing to the need for a great many 
fighting ships to conduct our blockade of 


Cuba and our aggressive operations against 


the Spanish fleet we are compelled to call 
upon the monitors for a service for which 
they are not designed. For instance, none 
of the monitors has coal capacity for more 
than six or seven days’ cruising, and it isa 
dangerous operation to attempt td coal these 
boats at sea. It is necessary to open up the 
deck, and obviously, from their low free- 
board, this may only be done in safety under 
the lee of the collier and in smooth water. 
However, I believe the monitor is the best 
kind of a fort that can be for 


coast defense.” 


ANOTHER SURPRISE FOR SPAIN. 


General George W. Wingate on Ameri- 
can Marksmanship—Our Soldiers 
. gg Skillful as Our Sailors. 


New York, May 81.—‘* When our soldiers 
meet the soldiers of Spain in battle,” said 
"General George W. Wingate, who has been 
called * the father of rifle practice in Ameri- 
ca,” “it will be seen that the difference in 
the shooting of the two armies with small 
guns is as great as the difference of the two 
navies with big guns. The Spaniards have 
demonstrated that they cannot use modern 
cannon to any advantage, while our navy 
has astonished the world by the accuracy of 
its fre. The seme thing in regard to rifles 
will be found when our troops and Spein’s 
come together. I am not afraid to maintain 
that in all the world you will not findjany 
soldiers who are such good marksmen as 
ours, and the men of the National Guard 
are not far behind. 

“ The great skill im marksmanship which is 
posséssed by the regular army and the Na- 
tional Guard is expected to give them an 
overwhelming advantage over the Spaniards 
The latter are miserable shots and under 

or fire discipline. In the battles with the 

‘ubans it was reported that every time 
the Spaniards fired they emptied the maga- 
zines of their rifles, which contain five cart- 
ridges, without taking any particular aim, 
and consequently without doing any damage. 
Our treops, on the other hand, are trained 
shots, and their fire will be deadly. 

“ Special attention has been paid in the 
army to firing as skirmishers. In the skir- 
‘mishers’ practice the men start at 600 yards 
and go toward the target at the ‘ double’ 
until a bugle sounds. Then they throw 
themselves down and fire as many shots 
as they can at the target during half a 
minute. Again the bugle sounde and they 
rise, run forward for a hundred yards, lie 
down, and fire again. They keep this up 
till within 200 yards of the target, at which 
point they turn and retreat, lying down and 
firing in the same manner. They have prac- 
ticed this till they can work their guns so 
fast that it looks as if a continuous stream 
of fire was coming from the muzzles, At the 
same time they have attained great ac- 
curacy. The same thing is well done by the 
National Guard of Massachusetts, New Jer- 
sey, and some other States, but New York 
has yet done little in teaching her National 
Guardsmen to fire as skirmishers. 

“For the improvement in rifle practice 
which has taken place since 1872, and which 
General Sherman once said was equivalent 
to adding a division to the strength of the 
army, the country is indebted, first, to the 
National Guard of the State of New York; 
second, to the Twenty-second Regiment, 
and, third, to Company A of that regiment.” 


She Remembered the Birds. 


The Baltimore Sun is responsible for an 
interesting story relative to. Mme. Krue- 
ger’s consideration for the birds. It seams 
that a sculptor in Rome, in an evil hour for 
his reputation, undertook to produce “ to 
order "’ a bronze statue of President Krueger 
of the Transvaal. One of the conditions im- 
posed was that no liberties was to be taken 
with “Oom Paul” He was to be represent- 
ed in all his native heaviness of features, 
with the fidelity which Oliver Cromwell ex- 
acted, and for pergonal decoration he was 
to be depicted in his ordinary frock coat and 
tall hat. The most trying stipulation of all 
was, however, that made by Mme. Krueger. 
Oom Paul's amiable wife insisted that the 
crown of the hat should be made concave, 
so that it might catch and hold rainwater 
for the refreshment of little birds. Theart- 
ist has succeeded in doing the bidding of his 
patrons, and the statue is now almost ready 
for transportation to Pretoria. This concern 
for the welfare of the harmless, little birds 
is creditable to Mme. Krueger’s maternal 
heart, comments a correspondent, but hu- 
manitarianiem of this kind is certainly not 
conducive to the production of a keen esthet-
